Gen. 
Miles Says He Will Resign If 


the New Staff Plan Goes Through. 


Bangor, Me., March 20.—The flood 


disaster which has long been feared 
on the Peuobscot came tonight when 
;he great mass of ice which has hung 
.'or days between the toll bridge and 
:he water works dam moved down and 
forming another 
jam just 
opposite 


High Head wharves caused the river 
:o back up rapidly. The jam started at 
live o'clock and the water rose swittly 
intil at ten o'clock the lower end of 
15 road street was a foot under water, 
so that boats had to be brought into 
use in order to get in and out ot the 
stores and houses there. All the base- 
ments of the stores on 15road street, 
lower Main street, Central street, and

-hese thoroughfares cross the Kcndus- 
seag. were Hooded from three to eight 
feet deep, and many thousands of dol- 
ars worth of goods were ruined. It is 
impossible to make an estimate of Ihe 
ass tonight. The mass of ice and logs 
iwopt down against the Maine Cential 
railroad bridge across tho Penohseot, 
earing out its middle pier and letting 
;wo spans into the river. Tho middle 
spun ot the old wooden toll bridge a 
•short distance below was also carried 
way. Many people wore 
on 
this 


jridge when the bridge above it went 
lowu, but it is thought that 
all es- 


•apecl. The loss to the 
bridges 
will 


probably be $50,000. The water had 
begun to fall slightly at eleven o'clock, 
but a greater danger yet menaces the 
city in the form of a jam above the 
water works dam. Should this come 
down the result would be immense 
damase. 


Washington, D. C.- March 20.—At 


a hearing today Gen. Nelson A. Miles 
told the senate committe on military 
affairs that if the bill introduced by 
Senator Hawley at the instance of the 
war department for the organization 
of a general staff for the army should 
become a law he would decline to 
longer hold his commission. 


The reason he gave for the state- 
ment is that the bill is utterly sub- 
versive of the interests of the military 
establishment, and he said that ho 
would not be a party to such a pro- 
ceeding to tho extent even of con- 
tinuing to hold his place. 


The statement was made in 
the 


course of a prolonged hearing by the 
committee, which was conducted bo- 
hind closed doors, and in which Gen. 
Miles touched upon a variety of sub- 
jects connected with the army. The 
portion of the bill to which he directed 
his especial criticism is that contained 
in sec. 7, reading as follows: 


"That from and after the passage 


ol this act the senior general officer 
ot the army shall be assigned to com- 
mand such portion of the aimy as the 
president may direct, or be detailed to 
duty in the geneial staff corps. All 
duties prescribed by law fcr the com- 
manding general of the army shall be 
performed by the chief of the general 
staff or other general 
officer 
desig- 


nated by the secretary of war; provid- 
ed, that so long as the present lieuten- 
ant-general cf the aimy continues in 
the active list he shall be the chief of 
the general staff, and vpon the separa-

are coming in of loss of life in the 
great storm that swept over North 
Dakota.

Liquors Were Found on Premises. 


In the municipal court at Dover on 


Thursday morning, Frank R. Newhall, 
charged 
with 
keeping 
spirituous 


and malt liquors for sale, and Harry 
A'lcNally and Thomas Hughes, charged 
with keeping malt liquor for 
sale, 


pleaded not guilty. 


Judge Frost held all three respon- 


dents for the grand jury in the'sum of 
§200 on evidence of a copy of a recorel 
in the office of the internal revenue 
collector at 
Portsmouth of United 


States liquor stamps issued July 31, 
1901. This evidence, the court stated, 
was sufficient to satisfy him beyond 
a reasonable doubt that the respon- 
dents kept liquor for sale, notwith- 
standing the fact that no liquor, nor 
even a revenue license, was found on 
their premises. 


The liquor dealers who are still in 


the business now find themselves be- 
tween two fires. The fact of their tak- 
ing a revenue license is recognized by 
the state and held by Judge Frost as 
prima facie evidence, and if they don't 
take out a revenue stamp they are 
liable to prosecution by the federal 
authorities. 


Associate .Tuslice Nason, counsel for 


the liquor dealers, protested against 
the court supplying deficiencies on the 


j part of the state, which he said must 
| prove its criminal case beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt. 
"There should he no 


guesswork or presumption by

at the top and that everybody can by 
the exercise of honesty and diligence 
become great and rich. 


The carper might interpret his word, 


of course, and sny that all cannot pos- 
eibly become great and rich in the sense 
of the Carnegie princes because great- 
ness and this state of riches are relative 
things, nnd a man can become great 
only as he becomes greater than others 
and rich only as he comes to have a su- 
perfluity of wealth over others, r.ut, 
putting aside such distinctions as trite, 
says Henry George, Jr., in the Philadel- 
phia North American, let us look into 
Mr. Carnegie's recent speech in New 
York city before the railroad branch of 
the Young Men's Christian association: 


"It Is one of the most cheering facts 


of our day that under present co:idl» 
tions the wages of labor tend to rise 
and the piice of the neccssaiies of life 
tends to fall. There never was a-na- 
tion so splendidly situated as ours ia 
at this moment in regard to labor ' 


Touching wages, it may be true that 


skilled workmen in a number a! pur- 
suits have during the past year or two 
received advances in wagcsv_and it is 
Uuc that the- tendency of wages in most 


i departments of production lias dur- 


', ing the past year or two been to rise, 


i but the real and startling tact is that, 


t.V.ing tlie United States census llt,.'.ivs 
lor 1SDO and l',)00, we dud that in the 
majority 01 States and territories tlie 
amount of money paid in wages has 
not increased proportionately with the 
increase in tho number of laborers, so 
that tlie rate of wages has fallen. The 
fall for the country at large was more 
tl.an 2 per cent and for the state of 
New Jersey it was approximately fif- 
teen times that. 


Tliis indicates the tendency of the 


general mass of wages in shops and 
iaetorios for a decade, hesrinning in 
comparatively good times and en iing 
in good times, uitli a depression iuU-r- 
lening. 1'ut take a longer period and 
ask ar.y well intormed man in one of 
the larger stable trades, such as the 
pi inter's or the ca'-penter's, whether 
ii.igts, taken as a whole, in his t; ide 
haie gone up in fifty years or doMii. 
lie will probably tell you that tl.e.i 
have fallen in dollars, onlj a little per 
haps in some places, owing to local cir- 
cumstances, but a great deal in o;lu-r 
places and particularly in the neaer 
parts of the country.

HOKV Ilurd Been "Work. 


Darwin after close observation found 


that a bee would often visit as many 
as 27 flowers in the course of a minute, 
though with other plants in which the: 
houcy was difficult to extract the aver- 
age would be as low ns seven.

ing a mean between these two figures. 
one may say that an. ordinary working 
bee visits 13 flowers a minute, or 900 
an hour. Considering tlie late hours to 
which a bee works, it is probably no 
exaggeration to say that it is busy for 
eight hours a day, allowing for inter- 
vals of rest. Tliis would make it visit 
7,200 flowers a day, or 048,000 in a pe- 
riod of six months. 


Mr. A. S. Wilson In a recent paper 


showed the enormous amount of labor 
gone through by bees in making even 
a small quantity of honey. He found 
that approximately 125 heads of red 
clover yield 15 grains of sugar, or 125,- 
000 heads about two pounds. As each 
head contains some CO llorets, it fol- 
lows that 7,500,000 distinct flower 
tubes must be sucked in order to ob- 
tain two pounds of sugar. Now. houcy 
contains, roughly speaking, 75 per cent 
of sugar; therefore the heos must make, 
in round numbers, 2,500,000 visits for 
one pound of honey.

His own words on the subject are as 


follows: 


"The most essential thing Is tin- 


start. No sprinter now uses any other 
than the stooping start The easiest 
possible position should be taken, with 
the hands on the mark, the left foot 
three inches back of the mark and the 
right foot about three 1'eet behind the 
mark. These, of course, depend some 
what on the size of the man. Lean 
the body over the mark as far as pos 
slble, so that when the pistol goes on 
you practically fall forward in the first 
two strides. Then drop into your nat 
ural stride aa quickly as possible. 


"Before the start I take a long breath 


aud do not force the air out of my 
lungs till close to the tape. 


"Another 
Important thing is the 


movement of the arms. In sprintiag 
the arms are brought into play as much 
us the legs. I use a sort of 'cross-the- 
body swing,' tbo arms being swung to 
gelher to the left as the stride is taken 
with the right leg. My stride is about 
7 feet 10 inches. All this constitutes 
style, and I attribute a great deal of 
my success to studying it. I never at- 
tempt now to run fast until I am sat- 
isfied that my style is satisfactory 
While it is of course bad to be ex- 
tremely nervous before a contest, yet 1 
believe that a sprinter must be under 
a certain tension ia order to do good 
work. 


"The rules for training are simple. 1 


generally start with jogging 300 yards 
or so each day. After a week I begin 
slow starts to perfect rny style and 
usually end the day's work by striding 
250 yards. Care should be taken that 
the muscles are thoroughly limbered 
up before fast starting is attempted. 


"Finally I begin running fast for 


twenty or thirty yards and gradually 
increase the distance. 
I keep this up 


until satisfied that I am in shape. Then 
I ease up in my work. A very Impor- 
tant thing is to train with men faster 
than yourself, or at least as quick off 
the mark. 


"Always have a cold shower batb 


»nd then a good rubdown after work- 
ing. 


"I pay very little attention to diet, 


but I generally cut out pastry n few 
weeks before an important event A 
man with a weak stomach, however, 
should exercise the greatest care in 
his diet. 


"I do not believe that sprinting Is in- 


jurious to a properly trained man. In 
fact, I nm thoroughly convinced that 
it develops the nervous force to a very 
high degree. As I said before, I at- 
tribute my success to perseverance, 
and. In short, the only way to become 
a champion runner is to run." 


Salt and Horse Rndlnh. 


Some people care for nothing but 


lemon on raw oysters, but there are 
others who desire borse radish. Usual- 
ly such folk regard the strongest horse 
radish as the best, but an experienced 
vender of the condiment poobpoohs 
this point of view. 


"Why should the strong horse radish 


be considered good?" says he. 
"It 


brings tears to your eyes and lifts the 
top of your bead off and makes you 
want to sneeze. It has no taste what- 
ever. The mild horse radish, that which 
tins stood awhile, is the best and pleas- 
antest always. 


"There Is nothing so foolish as to 


think that the strong, biting kind is 
the fresh—that Is the reason why it Is 
preferred to the mild sort—for the very 
stalest, weakest horse radish can be 
miicle In 20 minutes strong enough to 
blew your bead off. All you need to 
do is to, add salt to It. Try this some 
time. Just take any old horse radish, 
dump In a spoonful of salt nud then 
notice the difference. 
I don't know 


why salt should have such a powerful 
effect on the stuff, but no doubt a 
chemist, could tell you that"—Philadel- 
phia Record.

Whit the French Lecturer Hat to Re- 


mark About America and Ameri- 
cans. 


Hugues Le Roux, who has been lec- 


turing in this country, has the follow- 
ing to say: 


"I am very tired. I have been in 


your country for thirty-six days and 
have 
delivered 
thirty-five 
lectures. 


When you consider that a year ago 
I was in the mud between the Blue 
and White Nile, and since then have 
lectured across Europe, it is not re- 
markable. But 1 have much force left 
and will finish the rest of my hundred 
lectures in American with interest. 


"What are my impressions? They 


are varied and pleasant. I have spoken 
in the past before many people who 
were not French, but your public has 
been the first non-French one that has 
thoroughly understood what I 
call 


'shading." 
All of my hearers here 


have perhaps not understood it, but 
all in Paris would not understand it. 
There is a bridge between the Ameri- 
can and French minds.
